NEW FACTORY FOR PARIS 


^ A . R I S welcomes the announcem ent 
of another 
I 
factory of really eizeable p rop ortions made 
Sunday by Mr 
.John B. Haraman, an industrial 
cap tain of Paris. To Paris as a city, the new onion 
crate factory which is to emp loy around 200 p er­ 
sons, means add^d wealth to the city, the bring­ 
ing to Pari s of a greater volume of outside bus­ 
iness that otherwise would find its way to other 
industrial centers and it means an imp ortant in­ 
crease In th a t ra the r largo nucleus of factories 
up on which Paris is ultimately to establish itself 
as an industrial city of considerable imp ortance. 
And to Parisians individually who have observed 
the sucecp sful accomp lishments of Mr. Hamma&'s 
industrial genius, the p rosp ect of new industrial 
advancement under his guidance alone all but as­ 
sures the « ucce&* of th<> enterp rise and furth er 
encourages Faris to believe that its resources need 
only be grasp ed b> men of Mr Hamman's foresight 
to be turned into cap ital. 


There is a field here for many more factories. 
If there were established here only once a year 
a factory half or a fourth as large as the one 
p lanned by Mr. Hamman, P a n s would rap idly as­ 
sume the imp ortance commercially it bas the un ­ 
usual p otential facilities for. Factories draw on a 
wide territory and add th a t wealth that serves as 
a stabilizer when local conditions are unfavorable 
for realization of the most from the community s 
e th er sources of p roduction.
